

1. On 6 Deceal>er 1933/ SaIaIi el*Dla Atuehi,^ Px*lvate Seeretary to tbe Lebaoeae 
PrlJBe Nlaleter, telephoned the offleee of the Aráb Elgher Executlve In 
Deaascu 0 aod requeeted that a repreeentatlve of the ex«ltaftl of Jeruealea, 

Hajj Aain al-BuBaynl,^ vho vae at that tlae on a viait to Syria^ ahould 
travel at onee to Belrut to eee *Abdullah Tafl^ the Lebaneae Prlae Nlnlater. 

2. The ex*Maftl duly aent one of hle eupportere to Belrut on 7 DeeeHiber 19^3, vlth 
inatmetloos to remjl^.Tafi of the proadee nade by the PresldeDt of the Lebaoeee 
Republlc at the end of HoveNber 1933/ that Lebanon vould nake regular paymenta 
to the Belrut offlee of the Arab Hl^h er E xecutlve. 

3. In the aeetlng that took plaee In the Serall on 7 Deeehber *Abdullah Tafl 
inforBBd the ex-Nufti*8 representative that the Jordaalan Oovemaent vas eoneemed 
at the dsratlos ot BaJJ Aadn al«EuBayni * 8 atay In Lebanon. le further etated 
that JordaD had eoi^lalned to the Lebaneae Nlnlster ln*Anwn of the ex«Muftl's 
eaapalgn aimed at deprlving the Jordanian araed forees of their British rn— ìndnri 
Coo(plaints had also been reeeived froa Iraq and froa "foreigners** (eie)« 

Tafi then told hls vleltor that he vas entrueting hla vlth a delleate aieslon - 
naaely to regnest the ex-Muftl ta ehorten hle stay In Lebanea. Tafl added that 
he viehed to avoid any unpleaaaatness, hovever, and ^^t it mlght be possible 
foor the ex«Nafti*e repreeentatlve to avold ralsing the subjeet if he eoiOAdiseover 
vhether or not al-Husaynl Intended to retum soon to Egypt. 

Brltish OoMent. Deeplte Tafl'e request that the aatter ehould not be ralsed 
it ike ex4cufti intended to leave Lebanon shortly/ there Is no doubt that he 
vlll be fttHy Inforaed óf thle intervlev by bls eupporter.
